NAPLES, Italy, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
Charles (Lucky) Luciano has 
really gone and got a job. 

For months, the exiled for- 
mer New York vice lord threat- 
fe to do it. He said he was 
going to open a dairy shop, 
then a butcher shop, a bakery, 
.a haberdashery, an _ electrical 
‘Shop. He said he was going to 
import rags from the United 
States and star in a movie based 
on his life.

Col. Castillo, who led the suc- 
cessful revolt against the Com- 
munist-dominated regime in 
Guatemala last year, described 
his country as “a laboratory 
wherein the roads leading from 
Communism to démocracy are 
being tried out.” 


He declared Guatemala’s des- 
tiny will set a pattern for dis- 
covering methods and _ tech- 
niques that will guarantee the 
future democratic life of peo- 
ples now under Communist con- 
trol. 

Speaks in Spanish. 

Col. Castillo spoke in Span- 
ish. English translations of the 
text were given to the 300 
guests so they could follow his 
talk at the luncheon, which was 
given by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker, the St. Louis Council 
on World Affairs and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

The Guatemalan president 
explained that his country is 
working to achieve economic 
diversification, such as that in 
St. Louis, because “survival of 
democracy depends substan- 
tially on a healthy, vigorous 
economy in which the people 
can obtain all the necessities of 
life.” 

He said the economy of Gua- 
temala at present is dependent 
to a large extent upon ‘the pro- 
duction of coffee, and conse- 
quently on the price of this 
product on the international 
market and in the United States. 

This almost exclusive depend- 
ence on a single product, he 
explained, has forced Guate- 
malans to lead a life of constant 
fluctuation between periods of 
relative prosperity and depres- 
sion. 

Would Shake Off Yoke. 

“We are endeavoring to di- 
versify our production in order 
to shake off the heavy yoke of 
subjection to a single product,” 
Castillo asserted. 

“We have openly embraced 
a policy of full encouragement 
and assistance to private enter- 
prise, directing government 
action toward the elimination 
of obstacles and the opening of 
new lines of production and 
new industrial and agricultural 
regions in our country. 

“We are ulating and pro- 
tecting foreign investments, but 
we know that our own resources 
and knowledge are insufficient 
to attain this dynamic expan- 
sion, and we are in a position 
to offer the investor new fields, 
etd raw materials and new mar- 
e ve

(Ninety-five per cent of the 
mail showed no signs of fire and 
was in such good condition it 
could be forwarded, Dunbar 
said, but the remaining 5 per 
cent was torn to bits. He said 
the absence of fire or heat in 
the mail was “intriguing” be- 
cause in most cases it either is 
destroyed or damaged by flames 
in such a crash.)

LEASE OF SEWER 
DISTRICT BILLING 
MACHINES VOTED 


Earlier Plan to Use 
_ Equipment of Two 
Water Authorities Is 
Abandoned. 


| Trustees of the Metropolitan 
St. Louis Sewer District de- 
cided yesterday to lease ma- 
chines so that the district could 
do its own billing and collect- 
ing of the proposed annual 
sewer service charge. 

They acted after hearing a 
report from William Q. Kehr, 
district executive director, who 
said collection of the charge 
by the district would cost about 
half as much as it would if 
done through billing facilities 
of the St. Louis water depart- 


ment and tne St. Louis County |. 


Water Co. 

Originally, the district had 
proposed that these existing fa- 
cilities be used for billing for | 
the sewer charge, and had | 
started negotiations toward con- | 
tracts for the service with the | 
two water authorities. | 

Kehr said, however, that it. 
/was learned that the existing | 
equipment could not handle 
| the heavier load. 

Rather than acquire two sets 
of additional machinery — one 
for the city and one for the 
County Water Co.—the district 
could save costs by leasing only 
one set for the entire job, 
Kehr said, 

The trustees told him to pre- 
| pare for their approval a one- 
| year contract for lease of ma- 
| chines from a business machines 
concern, 


Cost Put at $37,000. 


Kehr estimated the yearly 
cost of billing, on a 10-year 
/amortization basis, at $37,000, 
of which lease of the business 
_machines would cost about $10,- 
000. Additional costs for col- 
| lection—principally for estab- 
| lishing collecting stations 
‘throughout the area—would be 
|about $17,000, he said. 

He said that the billing lists 
‘would be based on lists of 
water customers in the city and 
| county. Under the - service 
charge proposal, which has not 
yet been formally approved by 
the trustees, most householders 
would pay $6 a year. Industries 
and businesses would pay more. 
The revenue from the charge 
is intended to provide the dis- 
trict with money for operation 
and maintenance of city and 
county sewers, and to give it 
the financial stability consid- 
|ered necessary before bonds for 
‘new sewer construction can be 
, issued,

Nature of the Inner Belt 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There seems be some misunder- 
standing of the hature and purpose 
of the proposed St. Louis county 
Inner Belt highway. 

The primary purpose of Proposi- 
tion No. 6 in the bond issue is to pro- 
vide the basic financing for the de 
sign, right-of-way, and the construc- 
tion of the vital part of the Inner 
Belt before land development can in- 
crease the cost of right-of-way. 


Every attempt in the past to widen 
existing north-south routes, such as 
Hanley road, or provide connections 
between “T” intersections where the 
continuity of the north-south high- 
ways is broken, has gone by de- 
fault because of the opposition of 
property owners fronting on existing 
streets who did not want their front 
yards taken. The Inner Belt will 
provide for continuity that could 
never be obtained otherwise. 


As soon as Proposition No. 6 is 
approved, detailed designs can be 
prepared as a means of developing 
plans to provide the least amount of 
discomfort to any areas affected, and 
the expressway will prevent the use 
of neighborhood side streets by 
“slick drivers” who try to avoid con- 
gestion on the main arteries. 


It should also be recognized that 
the Inner Belt will not have the in- 
tersection problems now prevailing 
on the existing north-south high- 
Ways, and some immediate stage 
construction can relieve problems 
which ere jeopardizing the lives of 
our cifPrens by preventing their ac- 
cess to the county hospital facilities 
during times of emergency. 

In my opinion the Inner Belt high- 
way is the most important item on 
the bond issue since it will provide 
a direct route to the County Hos- 
pital from north and south St. Louis 
county and the three radial express- 
ways which can lead to the Inner 
Belt to save lives by decreasing the 
time interval for ambulances in 
emergency and accident cases. 


It seems futile that the voters 
granted themselves a new hospital 
in 1954, while at the same time they 
are denying themselves the highway 
access to the new hospital.

For the County—Finish the Job 


Two weeks from today the voters of St. Louis 
county will be called upon to finish the job 
that was begun last May by the voters of the city. 


A thrill of pride went through the entire 
metropolitan community on May 26 when it 
became known that the people of St. Louis had 
overwhelmingly approved a bond issue of 
$11,000,000 for the most intensive public im- 
provement program since 1923. The news of 
that act of civic determination spread fast, bring- 
ing St. Louis favorable notice as far away as 
London. 


It is merely an accident of political geography 
that not all of the community's urgently needed 
public improvements could be carried out with 


a mumicipal bond issue. Because an ancient 
boundary divides city and county, a separate 


bond issue by St. Louis county is required to 


—— finance improvements located on the outer side 


of the line. 


But there is no boundary between the interests 
of county and city voters. They are all mem- 
bers of the same organic community. There is 
no boundary between the need for radial ex- 
pressways within the city and the need for those 
same expressways in the county. There is no 
boundary between the future of the county and 
the future of the city. Today's needs and to 
morrow’s progress are identical and indissoluble 
for all parts of this single metropolitan com- 
munity. 


And so, both in the citizens’ campaign which 
begins tonight and in the voting at the polls on 
Nov. 22, county residents ought to think of the 
$39,712,000 in eight bond issue propositions as 
chapter 2 of the story that city voters began 
writing last May. 


All the considerations that induced city voters 
to meet the challenge then argue for the county 
to meet it now. The same reasons which im- 
pelled St. Louis to approve $110,000,000 in bonds 
by margins up to 6 to 1 demand at least as much 
support for a county bond issue barely one third 
as large. 

As the fastest-growing part of the metropoll- 
tan community the county could, indeed, justify 
a far larger bond issue than the one being voted 
on this month. But two citizens’ screening com- 
mittees twice pared down the list of projects 
until it now covers only the most essential of 
the essential. 


These are the purposes for which county 
Ee 
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Scores for Citizens’ Rights 

Although the Supreme Court has been in 
session only a month it has buckled down to 
the handling of important cases in a way de- 
nied it by circumstances in the two preceding 
terms. Through most of the 1953-54 term, 
Chief Justice Warren held his seat on a recess 
appointment, That meant that everything he 
did or said could be “used against him” by 
some prejudiced Senator when his name cane 
up for confirmation; hence the delay in deciding 
a number of important cases. Then in the 
1954-55 term, the seat of the late Justice 
Jackson was vacant until at long last in the 
spring Justice Harlan was belatedly confirmed. 

With all nine seats filled and no one await- 
ing confirmation, the Supreme Court Justices 
have now unanimously enlarged the area cov- 
ered by the outlawing of discrimination on ac- 
count of race. The historic 1954 decision in- 
validated “the separate but equal” doctrine in 
the education of boys and girls in the public 
schools. An order of ‘the court now affirms a 
ruling of the Court of Appeals at Richmond 
which held unconstitutional segregation by races 
at public beaches and bathhouses. The test 
arose in the use of public facilities of the State 
of Maryland and the City of Baltimore. 


A Supreme Court ruling became necessary 
because the Federal Court of Appeals at At- 
lanta took a stand just opposite to that of 
its brother court at Richmond. The appellate 
Judges in the deep South had held that “sep- 
arate but equal” facilities were still acceptable 
when applied to golf courses and similar recre- 
ational facilities. From now on it must be 
clear that when a citizen can be taxed to sup- 
port public institutions, he has a right to bene- 
fit from those institutions without discrimina- 
tion because of color. 


Quite possibly Chief Justice Warren and Jus- 
tice Harlan made the difference in the 6-to-3 
courts-martial case. The two Eisenhower, ap- 
pointees joined Justices Black, Frankfurter, 
Douglas and Clark to say that ex-service men 
cannot be forced back into uniform te answer 
charges when they are entitled to the protection 
of the Constitution like other civilians. The dis- 
senters, Justices Reed, Burton and Minton, saw 
no reason why an accused former Air Force 
sergeant from Pittsburgh should not be tried 
by the military. 

Right and reason, in our opinion, clearly are 
on the side of the six. The United States is 
not a militarized society. Once a man is out 
of service he is a civilian. Certainly he should 
answer for his wrongs and pay under the law 
if guilty. But he should do so as a civilian, 
not as a soldier, taken back into uniform 
against his will for the sole purpose of stand- 
ing trial. . 

We take this decision as a good omen as to 
the views of Chief Justice Warren and Justice 
Harlan in close civil rights cases.

There can be differences over warieus ind} 
vidual highway projects, disagreement as te 
which should have top pricrity, but the us 
challengeable fact ts that St. Louis county needs 
them all—the radial expressways no less than 
the Inner Belt, the Outer Belt no less than the 
many supplemental reed widenings and bridge 
constructions 

Even when every one of these projects is 
completed. the county will only have caught up 
with some of its worst deficiencies. Se the 
three propositions dealing with highways — 
No. 1 for expressways, No. 3 for supplemental 
roads and bridges. and No. 6 for the Inner Belt 
highway, ought to stand at the top of every 
voter's “Yes” list. 

We shal! discuss these projects in detail. as 
well as the healthwelfare, parks and other 
propositions, between now and election day. 
For the present it should suffice to point out 
that the $39,712,000 in eight propositions which 
the county is asked to approve represents little 
more than half of the debt burden per capita 
which was so courageously and farsightedly 
taken on by city voters last May. 


During the period of its spectacular growth 
since World War Il, the county has approved 
a total of only $6,708,500 in bonds. The present 
proposals are not, then, too much. They repre 
sent the minimum a rapidly expanding county 


must spend to keep abreast of rapidly expand- 
ing needs, 


The county's responsibility is clear: 
Finish the job begun by the city. 


Vote Yes on the bond issue Nov. 22! 
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Moscow, not to exchange the domination of the 
East for that of the West, but to follow « 
course of national independence which. of 
course, does not preclude free association with 
other free nations. 

Even more immediate benefits may come of 
Mr. Dulles’s success in persuading Tito not to 
postpone his planned visit to Egypt because 
of the latest Palestinian flare-up.

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What About the Army Resérves? 


The Assistant Secretary of Defense, Carter L. 
Burgess, is in St. Louis on a national tour with 
the objective of putting some much-needed life 
into the Reserve program. It is about time that 
something was done to prevent this vital na- 
tional defense program from becoming a flat 
failure. : 

Secretary Burgess has said that the response 
of the young men “has not been what we had 
hoped for.” ‘That is putting it mildly. In fact 
the Reserve appears in no better shape than it 
was when thé new act was signed by President 
Eisenhower last Aug. 9. 

What is wrong with the program as the Army 
is handling it? Is the program not of the right 
substance to appeal to the many youths inter- 
ested in mechanics and electronics? Is there 
too much of the old “by the right flank and 
to the rear march” and not enough of the new 
that scientists and some of the progressive lead- 
ers in the Army have emphasized? 

The youth of today is patriotic and he is free- 
dom-loving. He does not want to give up any 
of his freedom in peacetime unless he is con- 

that he is giving it up for something that 


surely will benefit him and his country. What. 


Secretary Burgess and his aids need to do is to 
convince the youth of the nation that the Army 


offers something genuinely worthwhile in fts 
Reserve program.

An espionage agent relays 
tales of a lurid light seen by 


nomads on the verge of an 
Asiatic wasteland. 

Experts of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission analyze the 
particles collected by the planes 
and study reports from the 
monitoring stations. 

Experts of the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency examine the 
stories of the great light in the 


sky. 
Data Added Up. 

CIA specialists then add all 
of this up, together with any 
other relevant bits and pieces. 

The result may be another 
formal AEC announcement that 
Soviet Russia again is testing 
nuclear weapons. 

This is an over-simplification 
of how the CIA and AEC keep 
track of major atomic events in 
Russia. The full and precise 
details are secret. 

Both agencies disclosed re- 
cently that they work closely to- 
gether to maintain an up-to-date 
“intelligence estimate” of nu- 
clear developments behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

An official who has been pres- 
ent at briefings by both the 
CIA and AEC said the intellli- 
gence picture thus produced is 
not as complete as all concerned 
would like it to be. 

But it is good enough “to 
make us anything but compla- 
cent about Russian atomic: ac- 
complishments.” 

AEC Setup Is Small. 

The AEC has its own intelll- 
gence setup, but it is tiny com- 
pared to the farflung CIA or- | 
ganization. So the CIA bears | 
the major responsibility for 
gathering information on Rus- 
sia’s great atomic project. 

The Defense Department pro- 
vides the planes for overseas 
aerial monitoring of Soviet test 
shots. Other agencies, including 
the weather bureau, play their 
part. 

Microseismic and microbaro- 
graphic recordings of earth and 
air energy waves help to locate 
the sife of the explosion and to 
gauge its power. 

Neither the CIA nor the AEC 
will discuss how they find out 
about Russian atomic tests. It 
is known, however, that the 
Government maintains an elab- 
orate continental monitoring 
system which quickly detects 
any measurable rise in normal, 
background radioactivity in the 
United States. 

Shock Waves. 

Dr. Edward Teller, popularly 
known as the father of the H- 
bomb, has confirmed that seis- 
mographic instruments can pick 
up shock waves imparted to the 
earth by thermonuclear blast. 

He “witnessed” the United 
States hydrogen test of Nov. 1, 
1952, the world's first, by watch- 
ing a seismograph in Berkeley, 
Calif. It took 15 minutes for 
the shock wave to travel the 
thousands of miles from the 
Eniwetok proving ground in the 
Pacific to the California coast. 


United States intelligence is | 
adequate to the task of detect- | 
ing Russian tests and even the | 
scope of the Soviet project, but | 


it cannot estimate with assured | 
accurracy the size of the Rus- | 
sian nuclear stockpile. 

A high atomic official told the 
United Press that “nobody has — 
any absolute knowledge on. 
which to base any comparison” 


of the United States and Soviet | 


atomic arsenals.

PHILIPPINE VOTE 
CALM AFTER DEATH 
OF 31 IN CAMPAIGN 


MANILA, Nov. .8 (AP) — 
Filipinos jammed the polls to- 
day in remarkably peaceful na- 
tional elections after a violet 
campaign in which at least 31 
persons were reported killed. 

Only one death was reported 
in the hours of voting as more 
than 60,000 police and army 
troops remained on alert. Some 
isolated knifings and fights 
were reported. 

The official police count for 
the two months preceding the 
election was 31 dead and 102 
wounded.

Penal Head Says W. L. Jor- 
dan Violated Orders in 
Building Alteration. 


Walter L. Jordan, fired food 
service manager of the State 
Penitentiary in Jefferson City, 
said today that his dismissal 
was “unfair” and “due to a mis- 
understanding.” He was noti- 
fied here, where he is visiting, 
by Prison Director James 
Carter yesterday that he was 
fired. He said he may appeal 
to the State Merit System. 


Carter laid the dismissal to 
Jordan’s making more door al- 
terations in his prison residence 
quarters than hag been author- 
ized. The prison official said 
he authorized Jordan to place 
an additional door in the wall 
in a closet in the four-room 
quarters Jordan and his wife 
occupied in the administration 
building of Church Prison Farm 
near Jefferson City. The door 
was to give access to a kitchen. 

However, three doors were 
cut in the apartment walls by 
a convict carpenter at Jordan's 
direction, Carter said. This 
violation of the director’s or- 
ders was the reason for the dis- 
missal, Carter announced, It 
is to become effective tomor- 
row. 

Jordan told the Post-Dispatch 
|he had been in charge of the 
‘farm for 11 months and after 
a new farm director, Edward 
Lewis, had taken over, he be- 
‘gan the alterations. He said 
‘Lewis knew of the work on the 
three doors and did not indi- 
-eate disapproval. After a visit 
‘by Carter to the farm, he was 
told he was violating an order, 
‘he said. Jordan declared he 
had offered to pay for the work 
‘removing two of the doors and 
repairing the walls. Carter re- 
fused this offer, he said, and 
| dismissed him. 

Jordan, a former , assistant 
deputy warden at the farm and 
once an Army chef, was placed 
in charge of the prison kitch- 
ens, mess halls and general food 
service following the disastrous 
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riots in September and October, 
1954. The rioting was attributed 
in part to convict dissatisfaction 
with prison food. 

His management of the kitch- 
ens and mess, improvement in 
the food and his demand for 
greater cleanliness in the kitch- 
ens and mess halls was credited 
with improvement in convict 
discipline within the prison. 

Jordan has been a member of 
the prison staff since 1946, first 
as cook, then an assistant 
deputy warden in charge of 
Church Farm, before he was 
placed in charge of the prison 
food to improve prison morale. 
His salary was $407 a month,

| Of City of Tomorrow

PARIS, 
ERNARD MALAN, a French industrialist, has been 

B workin on a City of Tomorrow. Malan feels that 
: the towns we live in are becoming less and less 
H habitable—traffic circulation difficult, parking impos- 
sible, noise deafen- 
ing, atmosphere poi- 
sonous, slums more 
unhealthy — and a 
great proportion of 
“ the population find- 
ing themselves con- 
demned to spend, a 
great part of ‘their 
lives‘in some form of 
transport. 

“The calamity,” he 
said, “was denounced 
more than 20 years 
ago by the architect 
Le Corbusier, who 
showed that urban 
distances devoured 
the leisure which 
had a tendency to in- 
crease as machines 
took over the work 


of man. The growth 
ART BUCHWALD of this leisure is 


being hastened under the impetus of progress, espe- 
cially by the development of electronics and, automa- 
tism. You find factories without workmen and stores 
/ without salesmen whose numbers and importance are 


constantly growing. 

: “Our grandfathers worked 80 to 100 hours a week. 
» This figure has been halved with increased well-being. 
* Tomorrow 20 hours will be sufficient and—one day 
“ this must happen—it would be possible to cut down 
work to 10 hours a week. Thus there will be more 


and more leisure td contend with.”

re . MALAN’S SOLUTION is to build his towns ver- 
© tically. “The towns which should not number more 
than 50,000 people should be built vertically to avoid 
the long distances people have to travel these days,” 
he said. “Restaurants, cleaning services, laundries, 
mending and other services in these apartment houses 
will free people from their household tasks, while kin- 
dergartens and schools would look after their children 
during the day. By these means the housewife could 
, not only join her husband in sporting activities during 
= the afternoon and cultural activities at night, but could 
= also take her part in industrial a and up- 
: keep, and in education or social services.” 

Leisure, says Malan, will be the most important 
thing, and labor unions will be replaced by leisure 
unions. He thinks everyone will put this leisure to 
good advantage. 

“My city of tomorrow,” he said, “will have no 
roads, no automobiles, no currency and no police 
force. Leisure can immediately be used for intellec- 
tual, physical and artistic culture.”

Dr. McElroy, minister of First 
Congregational Church, has 
been working toward canvass 
day for the past two years, 
He has every faith in its suc- 
cess. 


“Past experience has shown 
that there is a 25 to 30 per cent 
increase in giving, at least, 
when the program is followed 
fully,” he said. “The report of 
a United Church Canvass in 
the Burlington area of Vermont 
is typical. Six churches, mak- 
ing independent financial drives 
in 1953, collected a total? of 
$81,029. The following year, 
working together in a united 
effort, they obtained pledges 
totaling $124,417. The indi- 
vidual church increases ranged 
from 39 to 224 per cent.” 

In Danvers, Mass., a suburb 
of Boston, where Dr. McElroy 
was pastor of Maple Street 
Congregational Church before 
coming to St. Louis, he en- 
ineered such a_ successful 

very Member Canvass in his 
own church that other churches 
adopted a similar plan. He 
then introduced a United 
Church Canvass in which they 
could all participate. During 
his 12-year pastoraté; the mem- 
bership at Maple Street Con- 
gregational increased from 586 
to 1200 and the budget from 
$7800 to $65,000. 


Of the 75 churches co-operat- 
ing in the community canvass, 
one increased its budget 102 
per cent over the previous 
year, and the entire project 
won for Danvers a national 
award as the best-conducted 
United Church Canvass for a 
community of that size, and 
twice it was recognized by the 
United Council of Churches for 
pioneering in such an inter- 
church financial program. 

Dr. McElroy operates the 
United Church Canvass like the 
business proposition it must be 
in order to succeed. Taking 
hints from the Baptist church 
which has pioneered in a con- 
centrated, well + organized 
method of seeking pledges for 
church work, he and his com- 
mittee set up a 13-week pro- 
gram of committee appoint- 
ments, correspondence, prepa- 
ration of canvass kits and in- 
tensive training sessions. 
Arthur L. Fafrell’of Detroit, a 
field consultant for the Amer!- 
can Baptist Convention, came 
to St. Louis each week to train 
canvassers.

“This is not a money-making 
scheme.” said Dr. McElroy. 
“The United Church Canvass 
is basically a friendly call made 
by members of the church on 
behalf of the church. The aim 
is to build good will for the 
church, not just conduct a 
financial campaign. 


“A successful United Church 
Canvass will bring a spiritual 
uplift to all participating 
churches in this community be- 
cause interests follow dollars 
and giving lifts givers. 


“We of the committee feel 
that such a cOmmunity effort 
can bring renewed vitality to 
the eens churches and 
a spirit renewal to St. 
Louis.” 


The fact that this is the first 
time such a project has been 
tried here, or that St. Louis 
is the largest city to undertake 
a United Church Canvass, fails 
to deter Dr. McElroy’s en- 
thusiasm or confidence. It’s 
the same brand of enthusiasm 
that has marked his profes- 
sional and leisure-time activi- 
ties, ranging from teaching to 
preaching, to writing, to ex- 
ploring and on to mountain 
climbing. He is believed to be 
the first American to reach the 
summit of Mount Kilimanjaro 
in Central East Africa. 


It’s obvious, however, that 
he'd rather discuss church can- 
vasses than climbing mountains. 

“It was just a modest ad- 
venture,” he said with a wave 
of his hand as if to imply that 
folks hiked up mountains every 
day or so. “That was back in 
the late ‘twenties when I was 
a member of the faculty at the 
American University at Cairo, 
Egypt. 

“Three other teachers and I 
went up the Nile during a 
vacation and on the way back 
I decided to try to climb Mount 
Kilimanjaro. The others 
wouldn’t go with me so I went 
on alone. I got a train that 
took me the 100 miles across 
totthe base of the mountain and 
there I found a guide who 
agreed to take me up with his 
party.” 


The others’ stopped at a 
shelter pest of the way up, but 
Dr. Mc y and the guide went 
on alone. By the time they 
neared the summit, they were 
clambering across sheets of ice, 


but they set another goal for 
themselves, a peak in the dis- 
tance joined by a slippery, icy 
“saddle.” They were crawling 
on hands and knees and sud- 
denly discovered that they 
were being supported only by 
a thin sheet of ice above a 
bottomless abyss. That, coupled 
with the fact that it was near- 
ing 6 p.m.—and in that part of 
the world 6 p.m. means sudden, 
terrifying darkness — they 
turned back. 

“However,” he said, “we 
found out later that the part of 
the mountain. we had reached 
was really higher than the peak 
in the distance.”

R. McELROY remained in 
Dairies until 1929 when he 

returned to this country to 
become student assistant minis- 
ter at Madison Avenue Presby- 
terian Church in New York and 
later served at Central Congre- 
gational Church in Providence, 
R. I, and First Congregational 
Church of Manchester-By-The- 
Sea, Mass., before going to 
Danvers in 1942. 

He is the author of “Lenten 
Devotions for Young People,” 
“How To Use the Bible,” and 
“Wings of Recovery,” as well 
as having contributed numer- 
ous articles to religious maga- 
zines. 

But between now and Sun- 
day, he will be writing last- 
minute letters of instructions 
to canvassers, checking up to 
make sure all details of the 
campaign are in order—and 
probably offering many a si- 
lent prayer between times. 

“I have great faith in this 
example of togetherness,” he 
said. “It Has worked before 
and it will work again. I am 
sure that Nov. 27 will indeed

Wood Floors. 
OME people enjoy doing 
” things the hard way. If they 
notice a stain or scratch on 
a wood floor they run out, rent 
a floor sander and re-do the en- 
tire floor. 

This is nice if you enjoy this 
sort of thing but we prefer to 
see how well things can be 
patched up before going to too 
much effort. 

A lot of wood floors look 
dingy and in need of refinish- 
ing because they are just plain 
dirty from layers and layers of 
dirty wax. Rather than refinish- 
ing these floors you might just 
try removing the old wax. You 
may find the floor finish under 
the wax to be in very good 
shape. The old wax can be re- 
moved easily with a wax re- 
mover sold at most hardware 
and paint stores. 


There are some floors where 
the only trouble is worn spots 
at certain areas. These can 
often be cleaned with a little 
turpentine and then coated with 
several thin coats of shellac or 
varnish. The same thing holds 
true of scratches — they can 
often be easily patched so as 
to be hardly noticeable. In the 
case of shellac, if you wipe over 
the area with a cloth dampened 
in denatured alcohol it will 
often soften up the shellac so it

flows back together. With var- 
nish you can scrape away 
enough from each side to make 
it possible to brush on some 
thin additional coats... 

Last but not least, when the 
finish on a floor has become 
beat-up it doesn’t mean that 
you have to resand the floor. 
You may get better results by 
resanding but removing the old 
finish with a liquid varnish re- 
mover and then simply applying 
a new coating of varnish or 
shellac will make a good deal 
of difference and can be a good 
deal less complicated than a 
complete refinishing operation 
requiring sanding. oe

“Not every girl makes the 
grade,” Candy warned, “The 
modeling profession is strictly 
business. Too many gifls see 
only the glamorous side. They 
shouldn't come to New York 
unless they are prepared to 
work—and to work hard.” 

Candy knows whereof she 
speaks. She is regarded as a 
“mother confessor” to young 
career girls and would-be 
models. 

A beautiful, slim, blonde 
woman, with a slightly uptilted 
nose, bright blue eyes and 
charming personality, she is the 
wife of Harry Conover, the 
model agency man. He and 
John Powers, of another New 
York agency, long since 
achieved fame—Conover for his 
“Conover cover girls” and Pow- 
ers for the celebrated “Powers 
models.” 

Just as the old-time Ziegfeld 
Follies girls like to say, “I was 
a Ziegfeld girl,” many former 
models around New York 
proudly brag: “I was a Conover 
girl,” or “I used to be a Powers 
model.” 

In her hey-day—in the 1940s 
—Candy was “a model's model,” 
one of the best in the business. 
Today she is director of the 
Conover School for Personal 
Improvement, a business run 
separately but in connection 
with her husband's agency. 

Candy is not only attractive 
but she is smart. She was one 
model who knew how to “sell” 
herself. She believed in adver- 
tising. And she spent money 
to make money. 

When she was hitting her 
stride as a model in the 1940s, 
she used to leave her trade- 
mark—a red and white striped 
card bearing her name—at the 
Stork Club, El Morocco, “21,” 
the Colony and other exclusive 
restaurants she patronized. The 
card had the pink and white 

coloring of a stick of pepper-

mint candy. On the reverse 
side were the words: 
“Candy was here.” 


Advertising executives and 
business men (some of whom 
hired .models) began asking: 
“Who is this Candy Jones?” 


She also left match booklets 
on restaurant tables around 
town. The booklets were gotten 
up in the same red and white 
stripes set off by a candy cane 
and on the cover were the 
catchy words: “Who is she?” 
Looking inside the booklets, 
curious people read: “Candy 
Jones, of course.” 

She also played up the red 
and white candy stripe and the 
candy cane in various adorn- 
ments she wore, such as brace- 
lets, watches and earrings. 
Everybody got to know who 
Candy was. 


Candy came to New York 
from Wilkesbarre, Pa. She was 
intelligent and well-bred. Her 
mother was a doctor and her 
grandmother was one of the 
first women physicians in 
Pennsylvania, She was a pretty 
girl and one day when she was 
in her late teens her Girl Scout 
troop entered her picture in 
one of those “Miss America” 
contests. As a result, Candy 
went to Atlantic City, accom- 
panied by her mother, and won 
a week's trip to New York, all 
expenses paid.

NE day she went to the 
0 Conover agency to look up 

a girl friend who was a 
model. Conover took one look 
at the beauteous Candy and she 
was hired. 

Conover saw at once that 
Candy had what it takes to 
make a good model. He changed 
her name from Jessica Wilcox 
to “Candy Jones”—and she was 
on her way. Several years later 
—in 1946—she and Conover 
were married. They have three 
sons, Harry Jr., 7, Cary, 6, and 
Christian, 4. 

Candy knows as much about 
modeling as anyone. She spends

most of her time showing young 
would-be models how to im- 
prove themselves. She is better 
equipped to advise them about 
modeling than the girls’ spon- 
sors and admirers back home. 

“Girls who would succeed at 
modeling must have looks and 
brains to start with,” Candy 
says. “Secondly, they must 
basically be good actresses. A 
good actress makes a good 
saleswoman and a model's job 
is to sell—be it a, hat or an 
automobile. A good model must 
be inherently sensitive and be 
able to talk directions intui- 
tively. That saves time and 
money when they are posing. 

“Models should learn to pre- 
sent themselves. I'm a great 
believer in personal salesman- 
ship.” 

In Candy’s opinion, the great- 
est demand and opportunity for 
models is found in New York. 
Here is where models meet 
their “clients—the advertising 
agencies, department store ex- 
ecutives, fashion magazine ed- 
itors and artists, and represen- 
tatives of public relations firms 
who use models for publicity 
purposes. 

Candy still sells herself. Her 
pictures are often seen in the 
magazines. In addition to her 
job as director of the Conover 
School, she is a beauty authori- 
ty for Colgate-Palmolive toilet- 


ries. She poses for pictures il- 
lustrating advertisements of 
soap, lipstick, talcum powder 


and other articles. She also 
does radio transcriptions and 
TV commercials. 

“The profession of models is 
changing but it’s a mighty good 
one just the same,” she said. 
“Most of the successful models 
are nice girls, clean living and 
ambitious.”

ADY LUCK can play a key 
L, rote in the modeling world. 

Take the case of 21-year-old 
Nancy Woodruff. Until last 
December she was climbing 
slowly up the ladder to success. 
Then she was propelled onto the 
top rung overnight—she was 
named “Miss Rheingold of 
1955,” the one model selected 
annually by a New York brew- 
ery, to be featured in its exten- 
sive advertising program. 

This stroke of good fortune 
“made” Nancy and opened a 
brand-new world for her as a 
career girl.

Despite the 30 part-score be- 
longing to North-South, it was 
obviously out of the question 
for East to bid three diamonds 
over North's spade raise, and 
when South then boosted the 
contract to the needed three 
spades, West had to subside 
also. As it happened, a four- 
diamond contract would have 
gone down only one trick, but 
neither West nor East could be 
expected to know that—and be- 
sides, even that small sacrifice 
became unnecessary. 


West made the normal lead 
from his holding, the king of 
hearts, and even though East 
followed suit with the lowest 
heart outstanding, West went 
ahead with the heart ace. East 
discarded a club, and West led 
the four of hearts, East ruffed, 
started to return a diamond— 
and then restrained himself in 
order to give full consideration 
to the situation. 


South had played his hearts 
in normal sequence—the eight, 
then the 10, then the jack. It 
was super-evident that South 
still had the queen of hearts— 
but where was the deuce? Cer- 
tainly in West's hand, because 
South scarcely could have 
started with five hearts and 
West with three. Why, then, had 
West led the heart four instead 
of the deuce to Trick 3? There 
could be only one reason: He 
didn’t want the natural diamond 
return from East. So East made 
the unnatural return of a trump, 
and got his second heart ruff 
to defeat the contract. 

Obviously, if East had re- 
turned the diamond, South 
would have discarded his last 
heart on the clubs before touch- 
ing the trump suit, and the 
contract would have been on 
ice.
